SELECTMEN'S REPORT 


The year 1984 brought many changes to government in the Town of 
Greenfield, As a result of the decision made at Town Meeting last year 
to hire an Administrative Assistant, the selectmen formed a conmittee 
and, with the assistance of the N.H.M.A., interviewed six of the 
twenty-six applicants for this new position. 


Beth Kenney, who graduated with a B.A. in Public Management from 
the University of Maine at Orono, was chosen for the position and 
started in August. 


Tom Nolan, who had been elected to fill the vacated seat of 
Paul Brooks, was forced to resign in July due to a job promotion which 
required him to relocate. Fortunately, Paul agreed to come back to 
finish outh the year. His knowledge and experience in town affairs 
was very beneficial to Beth giving her helpful background into the 
opertations of our town's government. 


We feel that the Administrative Assistant's position has and 
will continue to play an important role in the building of a stronger 
and more efficient town government. 


The Selectmen would like to express our appreciation to the 
Planning Board and the many people who were involved in all the hard 
work that has gone into the preparation of the Town's Master Plan. 
Although some of the plan's objectives and recommendations are working 
for the town now, we feel that this plan will be a very important 
guide to future leaders running town government and controlling growth. 


One of the most important recommendations of the plan is an 
economic one; to press for a more equitable distribution of taxes 
among the towns of the Conval School District. The need for this 
was made clear in 1984 as the school's portion was the greatest 
contributor to the increase in our property taxes. We feel this should 
be a priority in 1985, 


An important article in the warrant this year for your consideration 
is Article 18 to appropriate $20,000 for a capital reserve fund for 
the purchase of town equipment. We feel, in 1986, there will be a 
need for a new police cruiser. Although the possibility of a new DPW 
truck and fire truck are still being studied, the Board believes they 
will be needed in the near future. A Capital Reserve Fund would help 
us stablize the town's portion of the tax rate spreading the costs over 
a longer period. 


We wish to thank the members of the Volunteer Fire Department, 
Rescue Squad, Budget Advisory Committee, Planning Board, Board of 
Adjustment, Conservation Commission, Library Trustees, Trustees of 
Trust Funds, Cemetery Trustees, Recreation Committee, Fairgrounds 
Committee,and Fire Truck Study Committee for the many hours of work and 
deliberation they have contributed to the interests of our town.

Town Meeting when article two and remaining articles of the warrant will 
be voted on. 
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March 16, 1984 - Continued Town Meeting 


Meeting opened at 7:00 p.m. with the salute to the flag lead by the 
Girl Scouts of Greenfield. Moderator, Peter Hopkins, read the State of 
the Ballot. Before proceeding Mr. Hopkins instructed the assembly on 
the procedure to follow noting that articles would be introduced in 
order which they appear in the warrant unless assembly votes at outset 
of meeting to change the order of presentation also that no article 
would be passed over. 


Article 2 —- Moved and seconded to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$106,934 to cover town office expenses. Mr. Brooks explained the reason 
this figure is different than sum quoted on page 11 in book, Library 
expenses were inadvertently left out. The reason for increase over : 
last year's budget was the item Court Ordered Child Care of $6,000 being 
added. Voted in the affirmative. 


Article 3 - Moved and seconded to authorize the Selectmen to borrow such 
sums of money as is necessary to defray town expenses in anticipation of 
taxes. Voted in the affirmative. 


Article 4 — Moved and seconded to hear the reports of agents, auditors, 
standing committees, or other officers heretofore chosen and to pass any 
vote relative thereto. Most of the reports are printed in the book so 
no call for reports. Voted in the affirmative. 


Article 5 - Moved and seconded to authorize the Selectmen to transfer 
and convey property acquired by the town by tax collector's deed by 
public auction (or advertised sealed bid) or in such other manner as 
determined by the Selectmen as justice may require. Voted in the 
affirmative.

Article 8 —- Moved and seconded to authorize the Selectmen to appoint the 
Chief of Police commencing on the day after Town Meeting, 1986, which is 
end of current 3 year term of office. Much discussion followed. 
Amendment to article proposed by Chief Burrage as follows,"Authorize the 
moderator to appoint a committee of seven members to study whether the 
town should have an elected or appointed Police Chief.'"' Amendment 

voted down with show of hands 39 for and 42 against. After more 
discussion on article, it was noted that we now have to have a certified 
police officer and the number of persons in town qualified was limited 
and that possibly we might have to get this person from another town. 

It was suggested we add after "commencing on the day after Town Meeting 
1986, or earlier if necessary." Voted in the affirmative as amended. 
Article voted in the affirmative. 


Article 9 - Moved and seconded to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$10,735 for the purpose of hiring an Administrative Assistant.

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Moderator turned gavel over to Rep. Judd Gregg because he had some 
interest in this article and might like to address the issue. Members 
of the study committee were available to field the questions regarding 
the hiring of an Administrative Assistant. It was noted that from an 
article appearing recently in the Boston Globe whereby some town officers 
and former town officers were interviewed concerning this issue all had 
spoken favorably of the need for an Administrative Assistant in 
Greenfield.~ It was felt that with the amount of money dealt with each 
year, the town should be run more like big business. Also there is 

the possibility that cost of hiring an AA would be realized as a savings 
he or she could look into getting grants since he would have the time 
and knowledge of doing this. Voted in the affirmative. 


Article 10 - Moved and seconded to authorize the Selectmen to appoint 
an Administrative Assistant. Chet Soule offered an amendment stating 
that we when looking for an Administrative Assistant would first survey 
residents in Greenfield for candidate to fill position.

Article 11 - Moved and seconded to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$115,691 for the support of the Public Works Department. It was ex- 
plained the reason for the larger sum under this article this year, all 
the Highway Subsidy Funds were added to this article instead of 
appearing separately as in previous years. Voted in affirmative. 


Article 12 - Moved and seconded to raise and appropriate $1,700 for the 
support of the Recreation Program. Voted in the affirmative. 


Article 13 - Moved and seconded to raise and appropriate the sum of $500 
for the purchase of a movie projector for use of the Recreation Committee. 
Discussion followed as to using Library projector, seems this is not 
appropriate to be used in Town Hall where Recreation Committee needs to 
use it. It was agreed that this projector could be available for use 

by other departments. Voted in the affirmative. 


Article 14 - Moved and seconded to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$23,500 for the support of the Recycling Center. Voted in affirmative. 


Article 15 - Moved and seconded to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$12,925 for the support of the Fire Department. James Conway asked 

that this sum be amended to read $13,825. $900 for the repair of radio. 
Amendment voted in the affirmative. Article voted in affirmative. 


Article 16 - Moved and seconded to direct the Selectmen to call upon 
the Governor and Executive Council, its State Representative and State 
Senator to promptly convene a special session of the Legislature for 
the sole purpose of preventing the imposition of huge cost increases in 
electric rates resulting from the Seabrook Nuclear Power Plant on the 
citizens, businesses, schools, and agencies in the Town of Greenfield. 
Our local State Representative, Marion Harrington, was present and spoke 
on this article, advising that left to regular session the soonest this 
would meet would be September or October and with election in November 
about 1/3 of members would be lame ducks and than in November if usual 
turnover after election 1/3 of members would be new. But even if we do 
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vote in affirmative on this article there is no guarantee that there 
would be a special session. There was discussion about cost of calling 
a special session against cost accumulating on Seabrook. Voted in the 
affirmative. 


Article 17 - Moved and seconded to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$2,500 for the purpose of transferring our police number to mutual aid 
of Keene. Chief of Police Burrage explained that we could no longer 
use Goffstown dispatch service and that the best alternative would be 
to use the Keene Mutual Aid. Voted in affirmative. 


Article 18 - Moved and seconded to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$3,500 for the purpose of retro-fitting present Scott Air Packs and the 
purchase of 2 new Scott Air Packs. Voted in the affirmative. 


Article 19 - Moved and seconded to raise and appropriate $27,525 for the 
support of the Police Department. Police Chief was asked to expain 19% 
increase in budget over last year. This was due mainly to increase in 
officers salary. Question about Chief of Police Burrage not being 
certified and what was being done about it. Selectmen explained the 
hearing had been postponed until March 28 to decide whether Mr. Burrage 
would be given an extention period of time to complete course for 
certification. Regardless whether he is certified or not the town 

needs a budget’ to operate the department on. Voted in affirmative. 


Article 20 — Moved and seconded to authorize the withdrawal from the 
Otter Lake Fund the sum of $1,000 for the purpose of pruning, removal 
and feeding of trees on the Town Common. It was explained that this 
sum was not enough to hire the removal of the trees but that the High- 
way Department could do that part of the job, and maybe we could get 
someone for the pruning and feeding of the trees. It was felt that the 
trees being removed should be replaced. Dave Burleigh volunteered to 
remove the trees and do the pruning, he stated that he works for a tree 
service company, so has experience in doing this. Voted in the 
affirmative. 


Article 21 - Moved and seconded to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$1,200 for the purpose of painting the exterior of the Fire Station and 
purchasing paint for the interior. It was felt they could get people 
to volunteer to paint the interior. Voted in the affirmative. 


Article 22 - Moved and seconded to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$3,000 for the purpose of continuing the sidewalk project. Questioned 
as to how far this would carry the project, Mr. Brooks stated he felt 
that it would reach to just about the Paro place. Voted in affirmative. 


Article 23 - Moved and seconded to raise and appropriate $10,000 to be 
used solely in sealing approximately 3 miles of previously tarred roads 
in Town. Voted in the affirmative. 


Article 24 - Moved and seconded to discontinue the highway bridge 
described as follows: the iron bridge on Cavender Road, over the 
Contoocook River, which goes from Greenfield to Hancock (as allowed by 
RSA 231:43). Mr. Pilleralla started the discussion by asking what had 
prompted Selectmen to submit this article in the warrant. Paul Brooks 
responded by explaining that the Selectmen had received a letter from 
the State dated November 19, 1982, saying our bridge engineer (State's) 
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recommends the bridge be closed until it is repaired, acopy of which 
was sent to Hancock Selectmen since it is a joint responsibility of the 
two towns. At that time cost of replacement was quoted as $520,000 in 
1981, the revised figure is closer to $600,000 of this amount the 
Federal Government would pay 70%, the State 15% the other 15% by the 
two towns. At this time Mr. Pilleralla submitted "a save the bridge 
petition signed by 26 residents of the town, this reads as follows: 

We, the undersigned, are strongly against the proposed closing of the 
Cavender Road Bridge, which connects the towns of Greenfield and 
Hancock. The closing of the bridge would severely limit access to 
Route 202, alter the postal route, decrease the value of property in 
the area, interfere with school bus routes, add an economic burden to 
residents by increasing transportation costs, and increase the amount 
of time for emergency vehicles to reach the residents in this area." 
(Dated March 3, 1984) Arguments were presented by residents of this 
area for saving the bridge. It was noted that Hancock has an Article 
very similar to ours in their warrant to be voted on tomorrow. It was 
felt that Hancock not having interest in saving the bridge would 
probably vote to discontinue the road. Questioned about why nothing 
was done sooner, Selectman Brooks stated signs to close the bridge had 
been posted but disappeared by next morning. Mr. Pilleralla proposed 
an amendment to the article to delay the discontinuance of the bridge 
until such time as a proper evaluative study can be made as to 
possibility of repairing the bridge. The Selectmen had no trouble 
supporting this amendment. Barbara Metivier asked suppose Hancock votes 
to close the bridge could the residents of this area use Town Counselor 
to help in possibly postponing the action. Selectmen will consult with 
Town Counselor. Question was also raised about liability of town if 
road not closed and something happens. This is another point the 
Selectmen will have to consult with Counselor. If Selectment find the 
bridge should be closed because it is unsafe they can close the bridge 
but cannot disconinue without vote of the Town. Amendment voted in the 
affirmative. Article voted in the affirmative. 


Article 25 - Moved and seconded to appropriate and authorize the with- 
drawal from Federal Revenue Sharing Fund the sum of $13,496.25 for use 
as a set off against the following debt services: 1979 Loader $6,165.00, 
1983 Fairground Note & Interest $7,331.25. It was noted this would be 
last payment on Loader and first payment of Fairground note. Voted in 
the affirmative. 


Article 26 - Moved and seconded to appropriate and authorize the with- 
drawal from Federal Revenue Sharing Fund the sum of $1,000 for the 
purpose of making an addition to the Recycling Shed. This is in 
addition to $3,000 voted for already. Voted in the affirmative. 


Article 27 - Moved and seconded to appropriate and authorize the with- 
drawal from the Federal Revenue Sharing Fund the sum of $2,150 for the 
purpose of completing repairs and painting of Meeting House Cementary 
fence. Voted in the affirmative. 


Article 28 - Moved and seconded to appropriate and authorize the with- 
drawal from the Federal Revenue Sharing Fund the sum of $800 for the 
purpose of purchasing fifty steel folding chairs. Some discussion 
about upping number to 80, but not acted on. Voted in affirmative. 
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Article 29 - Moved and seconded to have the moderator appoint a 
committee of five to study the feasibility of purchasing a new fire 
truck. James Conway stated a new tanker is needed. Voted in the 
affirmative. 


Article 30 - Moved and seconded to transact any other business that may 
legally come before this meeting. A petition was submited by Patricia 
McClusky as follows: We, the undersigned, do hereby petition for a one 
(1) hour extension of Polling hours from 10 a.m. to 6 p.m. to new hours 
of 10 a.m. to 7 p.m., signed by 10 voters. Voted in affirmative. 

James Conway stated the Fire Department needs help, volunteers both 
men and women. Marjorie Aiken restated her request that purchase 
orders be used all the time for everything. The assembly gave Paul 
Brooks our retiring Selectman a round of applause for all the time he 
has devoted to the town of Greenfield.

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POLICE CHIEF'S REPORT 1984 


1984 was a year which had a major change in the police telephone 
system, With the termination of the Hillsborough County funded 
dispatch center, we successfully switched to the Southwestern New 
Hampshire Mutual Aid Dispatch Center in Keene. Now Police, Fire and 
Ambulance Emergencies are all handled through one telephone number, 
1-352-1100. 


Greenfield received a grant from the Federal Highway Safety 
Agency, in the amount of $3,456.00 for wage money, to patrol our 
roadways to insure safe motoring. We, in the Community's Emergency 
Services, are very proud that there has not been a fatal traffic 
accident in Greenfield since 1974. 


The Police Department entered 340 court cases, with 338 convictions 
and 2 findings of not guilty. Major catagories of cuurt cases were as 
follows; 233 speeding offenders, 23 non-inspected automobiles, 13 
driver's license offenders, 5 DWI convictions and 11 offenders of 
alcoholic beverage control laws. 


Property crimes decreased significantly foom the 1983 figures of 
15 burglaries and 17 thefts, to last year's 2 buglaries and 5 thefts. 
Additionally, 1984 had 14 acts of criminal mischief and 1 person arrested 
for escaping from Vermont's Correctional Care. 


The 8 of us in the Police Department, wish to exprrss our thanks 
for your support and look forward to serving you in 1985.

Members of the Department devoted many hours to training this year. 
The 1300 hours of training included a session at the Meadowood Training — 
Center where 10 firefighters worked for five hours under actual fire 
conditions in the center’s block house. Valuable experience was gained 
from this exercise. 


We now have in service seven 0.S.H.A. approved positive pressure 
self contained breathing apparatus. With the plastics and other 
hazardous chemicals commonly found in today's homes, these S.C.B.A.'s 
will provide greater protection for our people. 


The emergency warning system approved in 1983 was finally completed 
and has proved to be quite effective. 


A great effort was put out by the members to repaint the station. 
Only the interior apparatus area remains to be finished. 


The D&partment still desperately needs volunteers. It is not 
uncommon for only one or two people to answer an alarm during the day. 
Anyone interested in joining is urged to contact any member of the 
Tepartment.

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GREENFIELD FIRE DEPARTMENT RESCUE SQUAD REPORT 


In 1984 Greenfield Fire Department Rescue responded to more than 
40 calls for emergency medical assistance. In order to properly 
handle these calls, squad members engaged in approximately 700 hours 
of training. These training sessions included a recertification course 
for emergency medical technicians, clinical conferences at Monadnock 
Community Hospital and in-house training including simulated rescues 
and presentations by experts in the emergency medical field. 


The Rescue depends entirely on donations for its equipment needs. 
This year we were able to purchase a cold water rescue suit and several 
communications pagers with generous donations from the Greenfield 
Women's Club and the Union Congregational Church Women's Fellowship. 
Because of these and other donations we are able to have specialized 
equipment which we might not otherwise have been able to purchase. 


We began the year with 13 members but, because of job and 
residence changes, we ended the year with an active staff of seven 
trained members on call. 


The Rescue is always in need of dedicated, trained personnel and 
welcomes all membership inquiries.

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DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS 


The Department's concerns for 1984 were the prevention of deterioration 
to our Class V roads due to heavier traffic and reducing the Department's 
budget which is a concern of every taxpayer. 


Road improvement was necessary on Muzzey Hill Road this year to 
enable quicker and more efficient snow removal and to improve access for 
the people living there. Until 1976, Muzzey Hill Road was not maintained 
during winter months. Since that time it has been necessary to upgrade 
the road from one that was barely passable in the summer to one that 
can be safely traveled throughout the year. In 1984, trees were cut 
and ledge was blasted in order to widen the road for easier snow removal. 
The road was then graveled and drainage put in. 


The Class V tarred roads in different sections of town are 
breaking up because of poor drainage. To improve the drainage, the 
Department rented a gradall to ditch portions of East Road and Old 
Mountain Road. 


Sections of East Road, Russell Station Road and Old Mountain Road 
were shinmed with hot top. Once the shinming was in place, 34 miles 
of road was tarred. 


More of this type of work will be done in 1985. 

A new sander is in use this winter. We are under a rental/purchase 
agreement now, Article 19 of the warrant requests $3,900 to complete 
the agreement. Replacing the sander will allow us to cut $4,000 from 
plow and sander maintenance in the 1985 budget, and hopefully, we will 
be able to keep maintenance costs low in 1986 as well. 


I would like to thank the selectmen, various committees and the 
citizens of Greenfield for their cooperation this past year.

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GREENFIELD PLANNING BOARD 


This year's major accomplishment by the Planning Board was 
completion of a proposed Master Plan for the town's future. The Plan, 
a result of conmunity-attitude surveys, advisory conmittee participation, 
many special meetings, and long discussion among Board members, was at 
year's end ready for review by the people of the town. A digest of the 
Plan, sunmarizing its source-data, objectives and recommendations, was 
made ready for mailing to residents in advance of a mid-January public 
hearing. 


It is hoped that the Plan will serve as a guide for town officials 
for at least the next decade, and if practicable for the more distant 
future. Provision is made for amendment when necessary; however, the 
general outline is intended to reflect the wishes of the townspeople 
and is sufficiently flexible to allow broad interpretation. 


In-formlating the Plan, stress was laid on two factors: 
maintenance of the town's rural character and improvement of its 
economy. A recent dramatic rise in the property tax gave impetus to 
the need for action to strengthen the tax base. Two specific measures 
are recommended: (1) that the town apply for Community Development 
Block Grant funds to be used to improve the appearance and viability 
of the town center; and (2), establishment of a new industry zone on 
Bennington Road in the vicinity of the highway garage, as a means to 
attract tax-paying industry. Since both require town approval, public 
hearings were scheduled for early January, 1985. If approved at Town 
Meeting, both measures will be actively pursued, with help where needed 
from the Southwest Region Planning Commission. It is believed that 
with careful regulation, economic development of this kind need not 
affect the town as a pleasant place to live. 


A third matter of concern, brought to the Board's attention by 
the Conservation Conmission, was a possible threat to our ground water. 
In a well-researched memorandum, the Commission proposed measures 
necessary to protect this irreplaceable resource from contamination by 
septic and other waste-treatment systems. This memorandum is adopted 
as an appendix to the Master Plan, and its origin is acknowledged with 
thanks. 


In routine business the Board dealt with two minor subdivisions, 
two non-residential site plans and a number of boundary-adjustment and 
other land-transfer matters. 


The Board has welcomed the appearance at regular meetings of the 
town's new Administrative Assistant, Beth Kenney. Her interest, ideas 
and help are appreciated. Again the Board aaknowledges the technical 
assistance and advice of the Southwest Region Planning Conmission, 
_whose help in preparing the Master Plan and other matters has been 
valuable.

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CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


The lake water testing program was not conducted as we had planned 
because the testing laboratory that we were working with refused to be 
flexible enough to conduct the tests that we felt were necessary at a 
price within our budget. Our work, however, will resume this Spring 
with our own laboratory equipment. We were most fortunate to receive 
several hundred dollars worth of laboratory equipment as a gift. By 
using budget funds, we have procured additional equipment and chemicals 
that will permit us to do ten times the testing that we would have done 
using a commercial laboratory. One additional advantage is that we will 
be able to do on-site testing which will permit us to converge on a 
pollution source with fewer tests and more quickly. 


We attended a ground water seminar early in the year. What we 
heard causes a great deal of concern; the rate at which we are polluting 
our ground water is alarming. Many municipal water supplies in the 
country are already polluted, and it is not inconceivable that even 
rural Greenfield's water supplies could one day be polluted if we do not 
institute protective measures. Our soil, water, septic system report 
for the Planning Board did address the problem. Your commission with 
this in mind has authored an article for the Town Meeting Warrant prohibiting 
prohibiting the exportation of water out of Greenfield. Regulations 
to further protect water are being considered. 


The acidity of our lakes remained at the level we reported in the 
1983 report. It should be noted that our rainfall last year was sub- 
normal. We will continue our testing during the 1985 growing season. 


Our planning for 1985 also includes cleaning up the Town Forest and 
the Fleck Conservation Areas and installing signs. We have established 
the position of Associate Conservation Commission Member to help in this 
area and also in our continuing efforts to establish prime wetland areas 
as directed by state mandate.

Special 
recognition should go to Chief Burrage for his legwork in Concord 
accompanied by many thanks for his service as Civil Defense Director 
Upon the completion of the Fire Whistle project, the Selectmen 
accepted Chief Burrage's resignation as Civil Defense Director and 
appointed Lennie Weeks and Greenfield's new Civil Defense Director. 
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TOWN JOURNAL 


The 75th Anniversary of Stephenson Memorial Library was the event 
of 1984. Our present library building was dedicated August 5, 1909. 
The 75th celebration took place August 3, 1984 with the recognition 
ceremony of the USA Read Team (summer reading program). Lilac seedlings 
were planted for the beautification of the library area and a special 
birthday cake with 75 candles was enjoyed by all. We were fortunate 
to have present Arthur Blanchard ('Mr. Greenfield'') who told of his awe 
as a young boy watching the mgnificent library building mterialize 
from a pile of bricks - one of the wonders of his world. He expressed 
the hope that the library would continue to mean as much to everyone as 
it has to him. 


Ruth Gordon received Greenfield's Boston Post Cane as the town's 
oldest resident. Although born in Francestown, she was married in 
Greenfield and lived here from 1912 - 1946. In 1983 she returned to 
Greenfield to live with her daughter, June Sumner. Incidently, her 
father was the proud possessor of the Francestown cane during his lifetime. 


This year the town made a long overdue decision, studied the 
governing problems, and voted to secure an Administrative Assistant. 
After hours of careful interviewing and professional assistance, 
Elizabeth Kenney, a graduate of the University of Maine was selected as 
our first Administrative Assistant as of July 30. 


Although Paul Brooks decided not to seek another term as 
Selectman, we are grateful that he was willing to fill the vacancy 
caused by the resignation of Thomas Nolan who accepted a business 
promotion and moved to Greenland. 


The Fairgrounds property has been manicured and prepared for Little 
League baseball with hard work by the committee and interested town folk. 


Interlaced with all the events this year has been the difficult 
situation of Police Chief Burrage and State Law RSA 105A:5 whéch was 
passed June 5, 1983 that requires all full time officers, both appointed 
and elected, to be certified. Deciding not to take advantage of two 
extensions to attend the Police Academy and having been denied cert- 
ification on his experience and training by the Police Standards and 
Training Council, Chief Burrage has taken his case to the courts, where 
an injunction has been issued which prohibits the town of Greenfield from 
“discharging, removing or otherwise terminating" Chief Burrage from his 
office as police chief until the case is resolved. 


An outdoor warning system has finally been installed this year and 
the town has received a $6,000 check from the Federal Emergency Agency 
for its share in the warning system. 


Through perseverance and hard work of Carolyn Woodbury and the 
contributions of many, several new activities have been offered in the 
town this year - Red Cross Swinming lessons, Aerobics and monthly 
Celebrations for 5th-8th graders. 


December was truly alight with our town tree now permanently wired 
for Christmas. At the home of Mr. & Mrs. Lloyd Tewksbury the Greenfield 
Historical Society held their Christms Party for the town - a 
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memorable occasion! This venerable house has served not only as the 
first meeting house, but also as post office, telephone office and a 
tavern. Oh, the stories those walls could tell! Just as the 
Tewksbury home symbolizes the strengths of generations built into our 
town; so the star at the top of our glorious Christmas tree lifts our 
spirits and hopes for a bright New Year.
